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Commissioner's  Message 


While  the  last  two  years  have  been 
turbulent  ones,  characterized  by  administrative 
changes,  fiscal  uncertainty  and  increasing 
violence,  the  Department  of  Youth  Services 
(DYS)  has  continued  to  strive  to  meet  the 
challenges  of  its  mandate  and  explore  new  ways 
of  addressing  the  needs  of  its  changing 
population. 

In  January,  1991,  Governor  Weld  took 
office  and  appointed  David  Forsberg  as 
Secretary  of  the  newly  named  Executive  Office 
of  Health  &  Human  Services  (EOHHS).  In 
February,  I  was  reappointed  DYS 
Commissioner,  and  the  decision  was  made  to 
keep  the  agency  in  the  Human  Services 
Secretariat  rather  than  Public  Safety,  as  was 
previously  considered.  After  examining  the 
Department  and  its  operations  closely,  the 
administration  determined  that  the  DYS  dual 
mandate  of  public  protection  and  rehabilitation 
was  best  met  under  the  human  services 
secretariat 

Soon  after  the  administration  change,  DYS 
was  given  a  target  budget  reduction  amount  of 
$1 .9  million.  Having  undergone  significant  cuts 
in  FY  '91  totaling  $5.3  million,  the  additional 
cuts  would  have  further  eroded  the  DYS  system 
and  forced  the  closing  of  additional  programs. 
In  recognition  of  this,  as  well  as  the  agency's 


public  safety  mandate,  the  administration 
reduced  the  budget  cut  to  $500,000. 

I  believe  the  new  administration's 
decisions  concerning  DYS  reflect  an  overall 
respect  for  the  agency  as  an  innovative  and 
effective  leader  in  juvenile  justice.  They 
validate  the  extraordinary  personal  and 
professional  commitment  of  all  DYS  staff 
during  this  difficult  time. 

The  cuts  sustained  in  FY  '91  dictated  the 
closing  of  several  programs,  including  a  secure 
treatment  unit,  a  detention  unit,  a  group  home, 
and  the  agency's  first  day  treatment  program. 
These  closings  affected  the  treatment  plans  of 
some  85  youths,  and  the  cuts  forced  the 
elimination  of  42  positions  statewide,  bringing 
the  total  loss  in  personnel  to  nearly  100  since 
FY '89. 

These  circumstances,  along  with  an 
increase  in  commitments  of  serious  offenders, 
have  presented  us  with  our  greatest  challenge 
ever.  Furthermore,  with  the  change  in  extension 
laws  in  December  1990,  serious  offenders  are 
likely  to  remain  longer  in  DYS  custody. 

As  we  struggle  with  fewer  resources  to 
meet  the  needs  of  this  expanding  population, 
the  agency  will  seek  to  take  full  advantage  of 
all  reimbursement  opportunities  at  the  federal 
level,  including  Medicaid  and  Title  IV  E.  We 


will  also  work  to  benefit  from  all  available 
community  resources,  and  establish 
relationships  with  grass  roots  organizations 
dedicated  to  creating  opportunities  for 
disadvantaged  youth,  especially  in  urban 
centers. 

With  fewer  options  to  choose  from,  the 
Department  must  carefully  scrutinize  its  use  of 
residential  programs,  and  make  placement 
decisions  based  on  stringent  criteria.  For  the 
increasing  number  of  youths  placed  at  home 
with  tracking  services,  we  will  look  for  more 
creative  ways  to  engage  them  in  school,  job 
training  and  other  youth-oriented  activities 
within  the  community 

Despite  the  cutbacks,  DYS  continues  to  be 
called  upon  to  share  its  approach  and  to  help 
other  states  implement  new  strategies  for 
addressing  the  needs  of  their  population.  Last 
year,  Hawaii,  New  York,  Missouri,  Michigan 
and  Florida  sent  delegations  of  legislators, 
judges  and  key  decision-makers  to  examine  our 
system  and  determine  the  feasibility  of 
replicating  aspects  of  it.  Hawaii  is  currently  in 
the  process  of  developing  a  juvenile 
correctional  model  based  on  the  DYS  system. 

This  reaffirms  the  direction  we  have  taken 
in  trying  to  change  negative  behavior  in 
juveniles  while  keeping  the  public  safe  from 
crime.  With  a  reintegrative  model  that  includes 
a  secure  component,  a  community-based 
residential  component,  and  a  non-residential 
component  to  supervise  youths  at  home,  the 
Department  believes  the  model  works.  Our  goal 
is  to  restore  the  resources  we  have  lost,  and 
expand  the  model  so  that  all  youths  committed 
to  our  care  receive  the  optimal  chance  for 
change,  on  the  road  to  becoming  law-abiding 
and  productive  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth. 


Agency  Mission 

The  Department  of  Youth  Services  is  the 
juvenile  correctional  agency  for  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  governed  by 
the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapters 
18 A,  119  and  120.  Its  mandate  is  to  protect  the 
public  and  provide  rehabilitation  to  juveniles 
between  the  ages  of  7  and  18  who  are 
committed  to  its  care. 

The  Department  runs  a  predominantly 
community-based  system  of  care  with 
emphasis  on  gradual  reintegration  back  to  the 
community  on  or  before  the  18th  birthday, 
except  in  the  case  of  murder,  where 
commitment  is  automatically  extended  until  2 1 . 
The  Department  operates  several  small, 
maximum  secure  facilities  for  serious 
offenders,  and  residential  group  homes  and 
outreach  and  tracking  programs  for  less  serious 
offenders  whose  crimes  do  not  warrant 
placement  in  a  secure  facility.  For  all  youth 
leaving  residential  programs,  the  Department 
seeks  to  provide  a  continuity  of  care  to  ensure 
the  necessary  support  for  successful 
reintegration  back  to  the  community.  The 
agency's  goal  is  to  return  committed  youth  to 
the  community  as  law-abiding  citizens. 

HIGHLIGHTS 
1989-1990 

Substance  Abuse  Grant 

The  Department  received  a  $350,000 
federal  grant  in  January  1990  through  the  Mass. 
Committee  on  Criminal  Justice,  to  fund  a 
substance  abuse  treatment  component  in  13 
DYS  programs  statewide;  5  secure  treatment 
and  8  residential  group  homes. 


The  funding,  which  amounted  to  $100,00 
the  first  year,  and  $250,000  the  second,  has 
allowed  the  Department  to  hire  seven  substance 
abuse  counselors,  each  assigned  to  two 
programs,  spending  2.5  days  in  each. 

The  premise  of  the  substance  abuse  work  is 
based  on  the  relapse  prevention  model,  and  is 
designed  to  provide  group,  individual  and 
family  counseling  for  the  duration  of  the 
youths'  stay  in  the  program.  Innervisions,  a 
drug  education  curriculum  designed 
specifically  for  incarcerated  youth,  has  been 
introduced  in  all  the  programs.  Bob  Brown, 
Director  of  Training,  is  overseeing  the  project. 

DYS  HIV/AIDS  Program 

DYS,  through  an  interagency  agreement 
with  the  Department  of  Public  Health  (DPH), 
has  undertaken  an  HTV/AIDS  program  that  is 
designed  to  elevate  awareness,  train  DYS  staff 
in  AIDS-related  issues,  and  to  counsel  youth  on 
AIDS  issues.  Two  Health/AIDS  Educators 
were  hired  in  February ,  1 990  to  provide  training 
to  DYS  staff,  as  well  as  to  counsel  DYS  youth. 

By  the  end  of  1990,  615  DYS  staff  had 
been  trained,  and  1,443  youths  had  received 
counseling  on  AIDS-related  issues. 
Approximately  25  youth  expressed  an  interest 
in  being  tested,  and  three  to  date  have  done  so, 
all  with  negative  results. 

The  training  curriculum  continues  to 
broaden  to  include  guest  speakers,  videos, 
pamphlets  and  other  useful  material  designed  to 
educate  staff  and  youth.  DYS  is  currently 
collaborating  with  the  DPH  AIDS  Statistics  and 
Evaluation  Program  (ASEP)  to  conduct  an 
evaluation  of  its  training  and  counseling  efforts 
to  determine  their  effectiveness. 


Plans  for  1991  are  to  add  one  part-time 
Health  Education  Coordinator  to  work 
intensively  with  high-risk  girls  who  have  been 
exposed  to  crack,  cocaine  and  prostitution. 
Additional  projects  include  working  with  staff 
in  secure  units  regarding  exposure  to  HTV  in  the 
workplace,  and  developing  methods  to  protect 
them  without  fundamentally  altering  the  way 
treatment  programs  operate. 

SJC's  Ruling  on 
Contempt  of  Court  Cases 

On  November  7th,  1990,  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  ruled  in  the  case  of  "in  re: 
Vincent",  that  a  judge  did  not  have  the  authority 
to  order  a  child  to  attend  school,  and  that  it  was 
illegal  to  find  the  child  in  "contempt  of  court" 
and  subsequently  commit  him/her  to  the 
Department  of  Youth  Services. 

The  practice  of  holding  truants  and 
runaways  in  contempt  of  court  was  to  have 
ceased  17  years  ago  when  a  law  was  passed 
decriminalizing  the  behavior.  The  statute 
required  that  truant  or  runaway  children  be 
considered  "in  need  of  services"  and  provided 
the  help  they  need  through  the  courts  or  the 
Department  of  Social  Services. 

However,  the  practice  crept  back  during 
the  last  six  years,  when  160  children  "in  need 
of  services"  were  found  in  contempt  of  court 
and  committed  to  DYS  detention  facili ties.  This 
ruling  ends  a  practice  which  accepted 
non-offenders  into  the  correctional  system  and 
instead,  redirects  them  to  appropriate  agencies, 
such  as  DSS  or  schools,  to  find  alternative 
treatment  interventions. 


Chapter  One  Update 

Chapter  One,  a  federally  funded 
educational  program  within  DYS,  received 
national  recognition  and  validation  in  1989  by 
U.S  Secretary  of  Education  Lauro  Cavazos,  for 
its  exemplary  achievements  in  educating 
juvenile  offenders.  Chapter  One  supplements 
the  Department's  efforts  to  teach  reading,  math, 
and  language  arts  to  residents  in  thirteen  of  its 
secure  and  residential  programs  throughout  the 
state.  Teachers  use  a  competency-based  life 
skills  approach  to  provide  individualized 
instruction  to  students  in  order  to  address  their 
specific  needs  and  interests. 

The  teachers  of  Chapter  One  have  authored 
thirteen  Learning  Activity  Packets  (LAPs)  on 
topics  such  as  health,  government  &  law, 
consumer  issues,  employment,  and  community 
awareness.  The  innovation  and  dedication  of 
the  Chapter  One  staff  is  widely  recognized, 
including  by  the  public  schools  throughout  the 
state,  which  have  access  to  the  LAPs  for  use  in 
their  own  Chapter  One  programs.  Recent 
recognition  was  given  to  Carolyn  Grey,  a 
Chapter  One  teacher  at  the  RFK  Rotenberg 
School,  by  the  Worcester  Public  Schools  for  her 
LAP  entitled  Politics  and  General  Elections. 

Anne  Tardanico,  the  Director  of  Chapter 
One,  coordinates  the  interaction  of  the  state  and 
federal  educational  components  and  provides 
overall  leadership  and  direction.  The  program 
has  gained  national  attention  in  the  last  few 
years,  with  frequent  appearances  by  the 
Director  at  state  and  national  conferences,  as 
well  as  the  national  validation  it  received  in 
1 989.  Chapter  One  students,  tracked  through  an 
automated  system  of  record  keeping,  have 
shown  significant  gains  in  all  areas  of  learning. 


Community-Based 
Detention 

As  we  continue  to  operate  in  the  wake  of  a 
reduced  budget,  the  Department  is  considering 
the  concept  of  community -based  detention  as  a 
means  of  using  less  expensive  community 
options  in  place  of  the  more  costly  secure  and 
shelter  care  units. 

The  target  population  for  this  effort  would 
be  the  estimated  25  percent  of  youth  who  are 
held  on  bail  by  the  courts  for  misdemeanors  or 
violations  of  probation.  By  placing  this 
population  in  a  home  detention  environment 
(own  home  or  foster  home)  with  tracking,  the 
Department  would  spend  significantly  less,  and 
apply  the  remaining  money  to  treatment 
programs  for  committed  youths.  A  screening 
tool  will  be  developed  as  a  means  of 
determining  who  is  eligible  for 
community-based  detention,  which  will  be 
piloted  in  designated  courts. 

Although  detention  admissions  are  down, 
the  Department  continues  to  exceed  its  licensed 
detention  capacity  by  25  youths  each  night.  The 
Department's  goal,  targeted  for  1991/92,  is  to 
reduce  the  detention  bed  capacity  and  convert 
the  money  into  tracking  workers  to  supervise 
detained  youths  at  home. 

Legislation  Update 

In  December,  1990,  bill  #6124  was  signed 
into  law  calling  for  an  automatic  transfer 
hearing  for  juveniles  charged  with  murder, 
manslaughter,  rape,  kidnapping  and  armed 
robbery.  In  cases  of  murder  in  the  first  or  second 
degree,  the  new  law  allows  for  a  rebuttable 
presumption  that  the  youth  is  dangerous  and  not 
amenable  to  rehabilitation  in  the  juvenile 
system,  and  that  the  case  will  be  transferred  to 
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adult  court  In  order  to  retain  the  case  in  juvenile 
court,  the  defense  must  successfully  offer  some 
proof  that  the  youth  is  not  dangerous  and  is 
amenable  to  treatment  in  the  juvenile  system. 

For  youths  who  are  retained  in  the  juvenile 
system,  the  new  law  calls  for  a  commitment  to 
DYS  until  age  21 ,  rather  than  18.  The  new  law 
also  calls  for  opening  up  court  hearings  on 
murder  charges  to  the  public. 

For  youths  already  committed  to  DYS,  but 
still  considered  dangerous  upon  their  18th 
birthday,  DYS  may  seek  to  extend  them  by 
proving  their  physical  dangerousness  in  court. 
Previously,  in  order  to  extend  a  juvenile's 
commitment,  DYS  was  required  to  prove 
dangerousness  by  reason  of  mental  illness. 


Program  Descriptions 

Private  providers  under  contract  with  DYS 
operate  all  community-based  programs  as  well 
as  several  secure  programs,  while  DYS 
operates  several  of  the  small  secure  treatment 
and  detention  units  for  serious  offenders.  Each 
provider  functions  autonomously,  but  adheres 
to  state  and  Department  regulations.  Programs 
are  monitored  by  DYS  staff  in  regional  offices, 
and  contracts  are  renewed  every  five  years. 

SECURE  TREATMENT  -  Long-term 
residential  programs  for  youths  committed  to 
DYS  on  serious  offenses  that  warrant 
placement  in  a  physically  secure  facility.  The 
programs  provide  academic  and  vocational 
training,  individual  and  group  counseling. 

SECURE  DETENTION  -  Short-term 
residential  programs  in  physically  secure 
facilities  for  youths  awaiting  trial  on  serious 
charges  or  for  those  awaiting  placement  in  a 
secure  treatment  program.  The  programs 


provide  a  full  academic  curriculum,  vocational 
training  and  interim  counseling. 

TRANSITIONAL  MANAGEMENT 
PROGRAMS  (TMPs)  --  Short-term 
evaluation  programs  for  committed  youths 
awaiting  presentation  to  the  classification  panel 
for  serious  crimes  or  youths  awaiting  placement 
in  community-based  programs  for  non-violent 
crimes.  TMPs  provide  a  full  academic 
curriculum,  with  group  and  individual 
counseling. 

SHELTER  CARE  -  Short-term 
residential  programs  in  staff-secure  (24-hour 
staff  supervision)  facilities  for  youths  awaiting 
trial  on  charges  not  warranting  a  secure  facility. 
Programs  provide  full  academic  curriculum  and 
interim  counseling. 

GROUP  CARE  -  Community-based 
residential  homes  for  youths  who  are 
committed  to  DYS  for  non-violent  offenses  and 
can  be  placed  in  a  community  setting  without 
risk  to  the  public.  The  programs  offer  a  full 
academic  curriculum,  group  and  individual 
counseling,  and  vocational  training. 

FOSTER  CARE  -  Community-based 
residential  care  in  private  homes  for 
less-serious  offenders  or  youths  transitioning 
back  to  the  community  who  would  benefit  from 
a  supportive,  family  environment  but  cannot 
return  to  their  own  homes.  Youths  receive 
academic  and  vocational  training  in  the 
community, 

NON-RESIDENTIAL  SERVICES  -  A 

wide  range  of  community-based  programs  for 
youths  still  in  the  custody  of  DYS  but  living  in 
their  own  homes  or  foster  homes.  Services 
include  intensive  casework  supervision  through 
outreach  &  tracking,  education,  individual  and 
family  counseling,  vocational  training,  and  job 
placement  assistance.
